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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

((b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 14-17, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Inbaret al. (US 5963276). 

In reference to claims 1 and 14-17, Inbar et al. discloses an optical source device 
comprising: a lamp, ref. 280; a beam shaping optical system including a light uniforming 
element for uniforming a light intensity distribution in a plane perpendicular to the 
direction of propagation of the received emitting light of the lamp, ref. 286 and 292 (see 
col. 14 lines 39-50): an optical deflector having a plurality of adjustable mirror elements 
for changeably reflecting the received emitting light of the beam shaping optical system 
in either a first direction or a second direction, col. 14 lines 51-53 (It is the inherent 
functions of DMDs to operate in both on and off states where light is directed in one 
direction in the on state and a second direction in the off state); and an optical reflector 
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for reflecting light reflected in said one of two directions, along an axis of said one of two 
directions, col. 14 lines 53-57. 

Claims 1 and 14-17, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dubinovsky et al. (US 2002/0149852 A1). 

In reference to claims 1 and 14-17, Dubinovsky et al. discloses an optical source 
device comprising: a lamp, ref. 102; a beam shaping optical system including a light 
uniforming element for uniforming a light intensity distribution in a plane perpendicular to 
the direction of propagation of the received emitting light of the lamp, ref. 105: an optical 
deflector having a plurality of adjustable mirror elements for changeably reflecting the 
received emitting light of the beam shaping optical system in either a first direction or a 
second direction, ref. 104 and paragraph 46; and an optical reflector for reflecting light 
reflected in said one of two directions, along an axis of said one of two directions, 
paragraphs 47-48. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 8-13 and 18-21 are allowed. 

Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach or anticipate the claimed limitation of the 
optical reflector having a polarization converting element (claim 2); an average ON ratio 
calculating unit (claim 4); optical deflectors provided respectively for the plurality of 
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colors... optical reflectors provided for the respective optical deflectors... (claim 8); a 
control unit that calculates increase rates of the plurality of colors (claim 1 1 ); selectively 
controlling an amount of light being directed towards a mirror that is provided in the 
reflector assembly by a shutter element (claim 18); wherein the optical reflector includes 
a converter for converting a light intensity of the deflected light before reflecting the 
deflected light (claim 19).
